In doing so the picture has 
been sold three times, the first two 
s a le s not having been confirmed by the 
federal court. 
The first successful bidder for the 
painting was Thomas S. Rfesc. who 
bought it for $1,200. The court consid­ 
ered this sum too small, and Hie paint­ 
ing was put up at auction again. 
D. 
\Y. Boone bought it for $450. 
Again 
the court refused to let it go. and it 
was resold to Solomon L. Lowenthal, 
a lawyer, and I. N Welngarten, m an­ 
age r of the Trocadero theater. 
During the final 
sale there 
were 
several bidders, among them being two 
Christian m inisters and a number of 
Jews. 
This fact was commented on 
as a singular incident in the history 
of the great canvas. 
The preachers 
wanted the picture for church institu­ 
tions.

They have taken al­ 
lotments in the country around Bur­ 
ney. 
These Indians are a hraneh of the 
Alabama Creeks, who started to this 
country from Alabama

ston county. 
There are 300 or 400 of 
diem there now, living on public do­ 
main iii the pine timber which has 
never been taken up.

COUNTY SEAT FIGHTS 


COUNCIL DECIDES TO CALL 


SEWERAGE ELECTION 


The city council,at the regular ses- 


sion Monday night, took some action of 
more than ordinary importance. 
It ap- 


pointed a committee to attend to the 
requisite preliminaries looking to the 
holding of an election on the question 
of issuing bonds for the construction of 
a sewerage system in Ada. 
The com- 


mittee is composed of Councilmen Bar- 
ton, Timberlake and Nettles and is in- 
structed to report at next meeting. 
It 


will be necessary for the council to pass 
a formal resolution recommending the 
enterprise; this will be presented to the 
U. S. judge who will, as a matter cf 
course, approve same and direct the 
city authorities to call the election. 


It is a compliment to the city fath- 


ers, the fact that in the discussion of 
the improvement there was not heard 
a single voice against it. Furthermore 


there developed naturally some 


difference of opinion as to what amount 
should be'expended in sewerage, yet it 


. was made clear that all are determined 
if the city does build, it shall build well 
and for the future. The exact amount 


i of bonds to be proposed was deferred 
very properly till next meeting when 
the forma! resolution will be adopted. 


A batch of bills, aggregating$l,S57.- 


I 02, was passed upon and ordered paid. 
The main portion of this $1,097, was 
for the fire wagon and assessors appa- 
ratus purchased last fall. 


After disposing of a few other minor 


matters the body adjourned till Thurs- 
day night, at which time will be con- 
sidered an ordinance t o prohibit the 
maintenance of dairies within the cor- 
porate limits. 


Guthrie, Okla, July 3.—Cash M. Cade 


of Shuwnee, republican national com- 
mitteeman, recently made the state- 
ment that 
Indian Territory politics 


would be disrupted for some time by 
county seat fights, and that this fact 
would tend further to make Indian 
Territory politics an unknown quantity 
for perhaps several years after state- 
hood. This same sentiment has been 
expressed here by Judge Jeremiah C. 
Strang, a former district judge in 
Kansas, who with Cade, went through 
several'desperate county seat tights in 
;he early days of the Sunflower state. 
Judge Strang says that unless unusual- 
y capable and honest men are secured 
for the constitutional convention, that

that from Bristow. 
Their badges read 


"From Bristow, Okla." They came 
with their plans to make Bristow a 
county seat and these plans will be laid 
before the boards, which district the 
territories for the election of delegates 
to the constitutional convention and 
also before the convention itself. 


For the reason that both Tulsa and 


Bartlesville also have county seat as- 
pirations, the citizens of Bristow, in 
the same locality, have a big light 
ahead. 
Tulsa, in order to secure a 


county seat, must not only shelve both 
Bristow and Sapulpa, but must also 
obtain a slice off the Osagc tuition to 
make a county. 
This is what Tulsa 


will try to do. 
Bartlesvillo also wants 


a slice off the Osage nation, in order to 
get enough surrounding land to form a 
county and Cleveland, which is now in 
Pawnee county, Oklahoma, also wants 
enough of the Osago nation to givo hoi- 
enough land to form a county with 
Cleveland us its shiretown. 
The Cleve- 


land people want the original "Trian- 
gle" formed itno.a county. 


large and enthusiastic meeting was 
held at Konawa and permanent plans 
laid to capture county seat honors. 


Indian Territory will not alone be re- 


sponsible for county seat fights, how- 
ever, as the present Oklahoma will 
have several problems of this kind to 
solve outside the Osage nation. 
The 


proposition to divide Woods county, it 
is known, will again come to the front, 
with Alva as the county seat of the 
northern county and either Aline, Cleo 
or Helena as the shiretown of the other 
half. This county was divided by one 
legislature, but the bill as passed by 
the legislature was vetoed by Governor 
Barnes. 


Another county seat light in Oklaho- 


ma w i l l be in Comanche county, as a 
result of the opening of the "big pas- 
ture" th settlement this summer. The 
pasture is now within the jurisdiction 
of Convuiche cnunty, but after it is 
opened, both Temple and Frederick 
will ask to be made county seats of 
new counties, leaving Luwton the shire- 
town of the northern or present Co- 
mancho county. Several times a prop- 
osition has been made to divide Greer 
county, 
i n southwestern 
Oklahoma 


making Kldorado a county seat, and 
this in all probability will be sprung. 


Heretofore, in Oklahoma, the propo- 


sitions to divide and make new coun- 
ties have been discouraged by a su- 
preme court decision that no divisions 
of this kind can be made and no county 
seats be changed until after statehood, 
for the reason that the present coun- 
ties and county seats were located by 
act of congress.

The government was 
an absolute autocrat over the destiny 
cf the red man la the entire country. 


Pitiful Funeral Procession. 


Pack in 1S79 a 
pitiful 
procession 


wended Its slow way northward from 
Indian territory, bound for the praJries 
of Nebraska. 
There were 30 Indians 


on foot and one old wagon, drawn by 
two wornout horses. In the wagon 
wn.« the dead body of a child—an In- 
dian boy. The leader of the little par- 
ty was the father ot the dead child; 
the famous Ponca Indian chief, Stand- 
ing Bear, a few years later to be the 
1>est-known Indian in the entire world 
—and to speak In esery city la the 
country in behalf of his people. 


Standing Bear's party was en route 


to the Niobrara country, in northern 
Nebraska, to bury the child In the an- 
•cieLt burying 
grounds of 
the tribe. 


They had started on the Ions trip, al- 
though permission to leave the reser- 
vation in Indian Territory, on which 
they had been settled against 
their 


•win, had been refused. 


Formerly the Poncas lived In north- 


txuiy buried In 
tho stiange country, 


but instead, gathering a few members 
ot Ms tribe, he started for tho ancient 
hunting grounds ot his tribe, intend- 
ing to bury the child where genera- 
tions of Ponca chiefs lay. 


Sihiirz heard of the runaways, and 


through 
the war 
department teie- 


fcraphed Gen. Croolt, in Omnhn, to ar- 
lest the Indians ami return thorn 
to 


Inaiati Territory. 


But the chief of tho Omahas, Iron 


I'.je, went to meet the Poncas and of- 
I'e.-ed them a haven of retuge on the 
Unu.ha reservation. 


"Wo June all the land Standing Bear 


and his people wish for; we ha\e corn 
ami meat in plenty; coine lhe with 
us." said Iron Eye. 


Hut the government, through Schurz, 


s?aul "No." 


-So Crook arrested the old chief and 


brought him and 
his followers down 


i to Omaha. And with them came the 
'vai?on bearing tho dead child. 


Mantling Bear told Crook his indi- 


vidual story. The great Indian fighter 
knew the general history of 
the In- 


dians and was already Indignant at 
their treatment, but the treatment ac- 
ioi ded Standing Bear was too much, 
and even the stem warrior rebelled. 


Campaign Mapped Out. 


That night Crook came Into Omaha 


:>:ul had an all-night's conference with 
Tibbies, then an editorial writer OP a 
:u-w&paper. 
A campaign of 
Indians' 


rights was mapped out, and both men 
started out the next day to carry out 
their parts. 


Crook was to delay returning the In- 


ciiar.s to Indian Territory until a writ 
of habeas corpus could be asked for 
from the United States court on the 
g-ound that the constitution, in 
the 


fourteenth amendment, guaranteed to 
all persons born in the United States 
equal protection of the law. 


Tibbies looked out for the legal end 


of the deal. He went to John L. Web- 
ster, then a struggling, unknown young 
lawyer, laid his case before him, and 
asked him to defend the rights of the 
Indian. 


"There Is no money in it, but there 


Is fame, honor and glory," said Tib- 
bies. 


\\ebster took the case, and 
asked 


Lawyers, every one In Nebraska and 
many from the big eastern cities; busi- 
ness men, Gen. Crook and his full staff, 
In their dress uniforms (this was one 
of the few times In his life that Crook 
wore his full dress in public), and the 
Indiana themselves, In their gaudy col- 
ors. 
The courtroom was a galaxy ot 


brilliancy. 


"On one side stood the army officers, 


the brilliantly dressed women, and the 
white people; on the other was Stand- 
ing Bear, in his official robes as chief 
o( the Poncas, and with him were his 
leading men. 


^ar back In the audience, shrink- 


ing1 from observation, was un Indian 
girl who afterward became famous as 
a lecturer In England 
and America. 


She was later known on both 
conti- 


nents by a translation of her Indian 
name, In-sta-the-am-ba, Bright Eyes. 


Long and Able Arguments. 


"Attorney Poppletou'a argument was

THE FOUR CONTINENTS. 


Handsome Groups of Sculpture Which 


Adorn New York Custom House. 


Vew York.—The new custom house, 


which is being erected 
on 
Battery 


park, in this city, is adorned with four 
groups of sculpture by Daniel Chester 
French, representing the continents of 
Europe^ Asia, Africa and 
America. 


The groups are carved of American 
marble from the quarries of Tennes- 
see, and the sculptor, who was born 
in Exeter, N. H., in 1850, is more dis- 
tinctly American in his work than 
any of our other living sculptors. He 
was largely self-educated, and did not 
study in Europe until after he had 
made his reputation in this country 
by his "Minute Man," which he de- 
signed for tho town of 
Concord in 


1873. 


The four groups of the continents 


piesented are characterized equally by 
i 


aEd on the other by a ilon. In the 
background we glimpse a mysterious 
figure suggesting the unknown future 
possibilities of Africa. 


Europe is a regal figure, proud, self- 


conscious, and steadfastly 
enthroned 


as befits the reigning queen of 
the 


world in commerce, art and literature. 
Her left arm Is resting upon a book 
supported by a globe, and her right 
hand grasps the prow of a ship, em- 
blematic of European dominance 
in 


maritime commerce. 
Her 
throne la 


decorated with reliefs from the Par- 
thenon and her robe is embroidered 
with the arms of many nations. Upon 
her head she wears the crown of the 
city and behind her is the Roman im- 
perial eagle. Behind her, a little to 
the left, history Is represented as an 
aged woman holding a btiull with

Popple- 
ton agreed, and then a writ was ap- 
plied lor in the United States court at 
Omaha, over which Judge Dundy pre- 
sided 


Made Thousands of Citizens. 


Tho case came to trial. It was the 


most notable trial ever brought in the 
west, and, in fact, the scope was as 
wide as any ever tried In the United 
States, for by its decision 100,000 peo- 
ple were made citizens. 


Thomas H. Tibbies attended 
every 


session of that court. In his own 
words he describes It this way: 


"The courtroom was crowded 
with 


fashionably dressed 
women, and 
the 


ciergy, which had been greatly stirred 
by the incident, was there In force. 


cnrelully prepared, and 
consumed 16 


hours in tho delivering, occupying the 
attention of tho court f«r two days. On 
the third day Mr. Webster spoke for 
six hours. And dm Ing all 
the 
pro- 


ceedings the courtroom 
was 
packed 


with the beauty and 
culture of 
the 


city. 


"Towards the close of the trial the 


s'tiiotlon became tense. As tho wrongs 
Inflicted on the Indians were described 
by the attorneys indignation was often 
at a white heat, and the judge made no 
attempt at suppressing the npplause 
which broke out from time to time. 


"For tho department Mr. Lambert- 


son made a short address, but was lis- 
tened to In silence. 


"It was late In the afternoon when 


the trial drew to a close. The excite- 
ment 
had 
been 
Increasing, but 
it 


reached a height not before felt w!,en 
Jutlgo Dundy announced 
that 
Chief 


Standing Bear would be allowed to 
make a speech In his own behalf. 


"Not one In that audience besides 


the army officers and Mr. Tibbies had 
ever heard an oration by an Indian 
chief. All of them had read of the elo- 
quence of Red Jacket and Logan, and 
thev sat there wondering whether the 
mild-looking old man, with the lines of 
suffering and sorrow on his furrowed 
brow and cheek, dressed In the full 
rober of an Indian chief, could make 
a speech at all, 


"It happened that there was a good 


Interpreter present—the son of Father 
Hamilton, a well-known missionary. 


Standing Bear's Address. 


"Standing Bear arose. Half-facing 


the audience he held out his right hand 
ant' stood motionless so long that the 
stillness of death which had 
settled 


down on the audience became almost 
unbearable. At lasf, looking up at the 
judge, he said: 


"That hand Is not the color of 


yours, but If I prick it, the blood will 
flow and I shall feel pain. The blood 
Is ol the same color as yours. 
God 


made me, and I am a man. 
I never 


committed a crime. If I had, 1 would 
not stand here to make a defense. 1 
would suffer the punishment and make 
no complaint.' 


'Still standing, half-facing the audi- 


ence, he looked past the judge out of a 
window as if gazing upon something 
far in the distance, and continued: 


'I seem to be standing on the high 


bank of a great river, with my wife 
and little girl by my side. I cannot 
cross the river, and Impassable 
cliffs 


arise behind me. I hear the noise of 
great waters; I look and see a flood 
coming. The waters rise to our feet 
and then to our knees. My little girl 
stretches her hands toward me and 
lays, "Save me!" 
" 'I stand where no member of my 


race ever stood before. 
There is no 


radltlon to guide me. The chiefs who 
preceded me knew nothing of the clr- 
umstances that surround me. I hear 
mly my little girl say, "Save me!"

"A row days afterward Judge Dunr"- I 


handed down his famous 
decision in' 


which he announced that an Indian 
was a 'person' and was entitled to the! 
protection of the law. Standing Bear! 
and his followers werp set free, and! 
with his arid wagon and the body of hia 
dead child he went back to the hunt- 
ing grounds of his fathers and burled 
the boy with tribal honors, it was the 
very first time an Indian was over per- 
mitted to appear in court and have his 
rights tried." 


Up at the Ponca reservation there Is 


an old white-headed Indian (he la the 
only known really white-headed In- 
dian, too). 
It Is old Stauding Bear- 


old and decrepit. But he remembers 
Curl Schurz, and still blames him for 
much of the hardships through whlcl 
the western Indians passed. 


When told of the death of Schurz, 


the old man smoked a full minute be- 
fore answering the one word of Eng 
llsh which he ever uses: 


"Good."

tudp of America is Ihe sleeping figure 
of Africa. 
Like the others, this fig- 


ure is not an ethnological 
portrait. 


but has a suggestion of the negro in 
the features, attitude and the model- 
ing of tho hands and feet. 
The re- 


clining figure of the dark continent is 
supported on the 
one 
side 
by the 


ancient 
and 
weather-worn Sphinx, 


laurel crown on it and poring over a 
scroll, while at her feet is a pile of 
the crowns of the nations which are 
passed. 


The fourth of the groups represents 


Asia, the mysterious mother 
of all 


great religions of thp world, with the 
passive and inscrutable face of the far 
east. In her lap is the image of 
Buddha, the Light of Asia, and over 
her right shoulder shines the radiant 
cross of Christianity. Her right hand 
holds the Sacred Lotus, around which 
is wreathed a serpent and from 
her 


lap falls a scroll on which is pictured 
the 
Buddhist 
Wheel of 
Life. 
Her 


footstool rests upon the skulls of men, 
a suggestion from one of the legends 
of Buddha, which relates that 
when 


some one brought him a skull and re- 
marked that he had found it on one 
of the surrounding hills, Buddha an- 
swered, "All Asia is made up of the 
bones of previous incarnations." The 
Asiatic tiger rounds off the group up- 
on the right, and upon the left are 
three figures, a youth with his head 
bowed to the ground in prayer, 
a

POLITICS DISRUPTED BY 


COUNTY SEAT FIGHTS 


COUNCIL DECIDES TO CALL 


SEWERAGE ELECTION 


The city council,at the regular ses- 


sion Monday night, took some action of 
more than ordinary importance. 
It ap- 


pointed a committee to attend to the 
requisite preliminaries looking to the 
holding of an election on the question 
of issuing bonds for the construction of 
a sewerage system in Ada. The com- 
mittee is composed of Councilman Bar- 
ton, Timberlake and Nettles and is in- 
structed to report at nevt meeting. It 
will be necessary for the council to pass 
a formal resolution recommending the 
enterprise; this will be presented to the 
U. S. judge who will, as a matter of 
course, approve same and direct the 
city authorities to call the election. 


It is a compliment to the city fath- 


ers, the fact that in the discussion of 
the improvement there was not heard 
a single voice against it. Furthermore 


while there developed naturally some 
difference of opinion as to what amount 
should be.expended in sewerage, yet it 
was made clear that all are determined 
if the city does build, it shall build wel' 
and for the future. The exact amount 


j of bonds to be proposed was deferred 
very properly till next meeting when 
the formal resolution will be adopted. 


A batch of bills, aggregating$l,S57.- 


02, was passed upon and ordered paid 
The main portion of this $1,097, was 
for the fire wagon and assessors appa- 
ratus purchased last fall. 


After disposing of a few other minor 


matters the body adjourned till Thurs- 
day night, at which time will be con- 
sidered an ordinance t o prohibit the 
maintenance of dairies within the cor- 
porate limits.

and that she will soon recover. The 
identification of the negro was «om- 
plete. He also confessed to the crime. 


It is stated that several of the ring 


leaders of the mob made no effort to 
conceal their identity and they are well 
known to the officials.

would tend further to make Indian 
Territory politics an unknown quantity 
for perhaps several years after state- 
hood. 
This same sentiment has been 


expressed here by Judge Jeremiah C. 
Strang, a former district judge in 
Kansas, who with Cade, went through 
severaljdesperate county seat tights in 
the early days of the Sunflower state. 
Judge Strang says that unless unusual- 
ly capable and honest men are secured 
for the constitutional convention, that 
fully half of its time will be taken up 
with hearing county seat and county 
division line lights from Indian Terri- 
tory. 
S£; 


The truth of the expressions of both 


Cade and Strang is already becoming 
apparent. 
County seat clubs are being 


organized in various Indian Territory 
towns and already bitter feelings are 
being engendered. 
Among the delega- 


tions which visited Guthrie during the 
McGuire home-coming celebration was 
that from Bristow. Their badges read 
"From Bristow, Okla." They came 
with their plans to make Bristow a 
county seat ami these plans will be laid 
before the boards, which district the 
territories for the election of delegates 
to the constitutional convention and 
also before the convention itself 


F\>r the reason that both Tulsa and 


Bartlesville also have county seat as- 
pirations, the citizens of Bristow, in 
the same locality, have a big light 
ahead. 
Tulsa, in order to si'curo a 


county seat, ntuht not only shelve both 
Brihtow and Sapulpn, but must also 
obtain u slice off the Osago tuition to 
make a county. 
This is what Tulsa 


will try to do. Bartlesville ulso wants 
a slice off the Osnge nation, in order to 
get enough surrounding land to form a 
county and Cleveland, which is now in 
Pawnee county, Oklahoma, also wants 
enough of the Osago nation to give her 
enough land to form u county with 
Cleveland as its shiretown. The Cleve- 
land people want the original "Trian- 
gle" formed itno.a county. 


On the other hand the citizens of 


Pawhuska, now the capital of the Os- 
age nation, want to retain its place as 
county seat and will protest vigorously 
against the aspirations of Tulsa, Bart- 
lesville and Cleveland. 
The citizens of 


Stroud in eastern Lincoln county be- 
lieve a county seat could bo formed 
after statehood, that would make of 
their town a county seat, but in so do- 
ing, it would ln> necessary to kill the 
aspirations of Bristow. 


Both Wewoka, the present capital of 


the Seminole nation, and Konawa, a 
town in thejwcstern part of the nation, 
are lighting for county seat honors. 
Wewoka wants two counties made of 
the nation, even if the western portion 
must be added to Pottawatomie county, 
Oklahoma, in order to give Wewoka a 
county seat in the eastern part. On 
the other hand the Konawa people are 
expecting to have a cnunty carved out 
of the western part with that town as 
the seat of government. 
Recently n 


large and enthusiastic 
meeting was 


held at Konawa and permanent plans 
laid to capture county seat honors. 


Indian Territory will not alone be re- 


sponsible for county seat fights, how- 
ever, as the present Oklahoma will 
have several problems of this kind to 
solve outside the Osage nation. 
The 


proposition to divide Woods county, it 
is known, will again come to the front, 
with Alva as the county seat of the 
northern county and either Aline, Cleo 
or Helena as the shiretown of the other 
half. This county was divided by one 
legislature, but the bill as passed by 
the legislature was vetoed by Governor 
Barnes. 


Another county seat light in Oklaho- 


mu \\ill be in Comanche county, as a 
result of the opening of the "big pas- 
ture" th settlement this summer. The 
pasture is now within the jurisdiction 
of Cunnnche cnunty, but after it is 
opened, both Temple and 
Frederick 


will ask to be made county seats of 
new counties, leaving Law ton the shire- 
town of the northern or present Co- 
manche county. Several times a prop- 
osition has been made to divide Greer 
county, i n southwestern 
Oklahoma 


making Kldorado a county seat, and 
this in all probability will be sprung. 


Heretofore, in Oklahoma, the propo- 


sitions to divide and make new coun- 
ties have been discouraged by a su- 
preme court decision that no divisions 
of this kind can be made and no county 
seats be changed until after statehood, 
for the reason that the present coun- 
ties and county seats were located by 
act of congiess. The passage of the 
statehood bill, 
however, lowers the 


bars and allows the old lights lobe 
renewed.

Chicago.—The biggest painting In 


the world, "Golgotha," is threatened 
with an unheroic end.

labored upon the canvas, and during 
the last five years he was assisted by 
his son. 
When completed the picture 


Is sold to have sold for $118,000, the 
mirchaser being a European syndicate. 
'Air several years the painting was ex- 
ftlblted In Paris. Later it was taken to 
various European cities, and ultimate- 
ly brought to America. 


A year or more ago "Golgotha" was 


pinned on exhibition In Chicago. 
An 


Did church at No. U21 Michigan avo- 
nue was prepared for It, and tho public 
was Invited to

painting,

tho crucifixion of Christ. 


AViien the painting was brought to 


this country it was 
placed in 
bond. 


The duty on it WHS $2,000, but as it 
w.i-? expected to take the picture back 
to Kurope this tax was held In abey- 
ant.1. 
Finally, when it became appar- 


ent Hint tbe painting was likely to re- 
main In Chicago, tho collector of cus- 
the duty. In doing so tbe picture h.is 
been sold three Units, the first two 
sales not having been confirmed by the 
federal court. 


The f!r.-;t successful bidder for the 


painting was Thomas S. Kcese, who 
bought It for $1.200. The court consid- 
ered this sum too small, and the paint- 
Ing was put up at auction again. D. 
\V. Koone bought it for $1T>0. 
Again 


the court refused to let It go, and it 
wa

Frightened Animal After 


Long Chase. 


JlusUogee, I. T.—A fleld party that 


has been out collecting data for the 
Dawes commission baa found a set- 
tlement 
of Indians living on 
the 


North Canadian near Burney knewn 
aa tlia Texas Greeks. This clan of 
people seem different from any other 
Greeks. 
They 
are 
darker, 
more 


swarthy and conform more nearly to 
the Fennimore Cooper type than any 
others of the Five Nations. 


There are about 58 of these Texa? 


Crooks. They came to Indian Terri- 
tory from Livingston county, Tex., and 
were admitted as citizens of the Creek 
Nation by special act of the 
Creek 


council in 1903. They have taken al- 
lotments in the country around Bur- 
noy. 


Those Indians are a branch of the 


Alabama Creeks, who started to this 
country from Alabama 
in the early 


thirties. They lost their bearings and 
stopped In the pine lands of Living- 
'-ton county. There are 300 or 400 of 
Diem there now, living on public do- 
niiiln in the pine timber which has 
urver been taken up. 


When they get lost coming to this 


country they did not know where to 
KO. All they could tell was that they 
had started to some place west of the 
Mississippi and after they crossed that 
river they were 1-0:1 dy to stop. 
Before 


they found where 
the rest of 
the 


Creeks were 
they 
had 
established 


homes. All of tho Texas Creeks were 
entitled to cili/.enship and enrollment 
in the Crrok nation hud they come 
here and claimed their rights, but out 
of the entire number only about 50 
could be induced to leave their pres- 
ent residence. 
They are a nomadic 


people and rove about In the' pine 
lands as suits their fancy. 


Two or three small bands from this 


company of Creeks wandered on west- 
ward until they finally arrived in New 
Mexico and Arizona, where they set- 
tled. 
This accounts for the 
small 


clnns of Creeks now and then encoun- 
tered in those territories.

Campaign Mapped Out. 


That night Crook came Into Omaha 


;>:ul had au all-night's conference with 
Tibbies, then an editorial writer OP a 
newspaper. 
A campaign of 
Indians' 


rights was mapped out, and both men 
started out the next day to carry out 
their parts. 


Crook was to delay returning the In- 


tiinns to Indian Territory until a writ 
of habeas corpus could be asked for 
from the United States court on the 
ground that the constitution, in 
the 


fourteenth amendment, guaranteed to 
all persons born in the United States 
equal protection of the law. 


Tibbies looked out for the legal end 


of the deal. He went to John L. Web- 
ster, then a struggling, unknown young 
lawyer, laid his case before him, and 
asKed him to defend the rights of the 
Indian. 


"There Is no money In It, but t-here 


Is fame, honor and glory," said Tib- 
bies. 


\\ebster took the case, and 
asked 


Lawyers, every one In Nebraska and 
many from the big eastern cities; busi- 
ness men, Qen. Crook and his full staff, 
In their dress uniforms (this was one 
of the few times In his life that Crook 
wore his full dress in public), and the 
Indiana themselves, In their gaudy col- 
ors. 
The courtroom was a galaxy of 


brilliancy. 


"On one side stood the army officers, 


the brilliantly dressed women, and the 
white people; on the other waa Stand- 
ing Bear, in his official robes as chief 
ot the Poncas, and with him were his 
leading men. 
"'ar back In the audience, shrink- 


ing from observation, was un Indian 
girl who afterward became famous as 
a lecturer In England and America. 
She was later known on both

Handsome Groups of Sculpture Which 


Adorn New York Custom House. 


Vew York.—The new custom house, 


which \a being erected 
on 
Battery 


park, In this city, Is adorned with four 
groups of sculpture by Daniel Chester 
French, representing the continents of 
Europe^ Asia, Africa and 
America. 


The groups are carved of American 
marble from the quarries of Tennes- 
see, and the sculptor, who was born 
in Exeter, N. H., in 1850, is more dis- 
tinctly American in his work than 
any of our other living sculptors. He 
was largely self-educated, and did not 
study in Europe until after he had 
made his reputation In this country 
by his "Minute Man," which he de- 
signed for the town of 
Coucord la 


1873. 


The four groups of the continents 


pieseuted are characterized equally by 


acd on the other by a ilon. In the 
background we glimpse a mysterious 
figure suggesting the unknown future 
possibilities of Africa. 


Europe is a regal figure, proud, self- 


conscious, and steadfastly 
enthroned 


as befits the reigning queen of 
the 


world in commerce, art and literature. 
Her left arm is resting upon a book 
supported by a globe, anU her right

ciergy, which had been greatly stirred 
by the Incident, waa there In force. 


carelully prepared, and 
consumed 16 


hours in the delivering, occupying the 
attention of tho court f«r two days. On 
the third day Mr. Webster spoke for 
six hours. And dining all 
the pro- 


ceedings the courtroom 
was 
packed 


with the beauty and 
culture of 
the 


city. 


"Towards the close of the trial the 


situation became tense. As tho wrongs 
Inflicted on the Indians were described 
by the attorneys indignation was often 
at a white heat, and the judge made no 
attempt at suppressing the applause 
which broke out from time to time. 


"For tho department Mr. Lambert- 


son made a short address, but was lis- 
tened to in silence. 


"It was late in the afternoon when 


the trial drew to a close. The excite- 
ment 
had

increasing, but

reached a height not before felt when 
Judgo Dundy announced 
that 
Chief 


Standing Bear would be allowed to 
make a speech In his own behalf. 


"Not one in that audience besides 


the army officers and Mr. Tibbies had 
ever heard nn oration by an Indian 
chief. All of them had read of the elo- 
quence of Red Jacket and Logan, and 
thev sat there wondering whether the 
mild-looking old man, with the lines of 
suffering and sorrow on his furrowed 
brow and cheek, dressed In the full 
robeP of an Indian chief, could make 
a speech at all. 


"It happened that thore was a good 


Interpreter present—the son of Father 
Hamilton, a well-known missionary. 


Standing Bear's Address. 


"Standing Bear arose. Half-facing 


the audience he held out his right hand 
am' stood motionless so long that the 
stillness of death which had 
settled 


down on the audience became almost 
unbearable. At lasf, looking up at the 
judge, he said: 


11 "That hand Is not the 
color of 


yours, but If I prick it, the blood will 
flow and I shall feel pain. The blood 
Is ol the same color as yours. God 
made me, and I am a man. 
I never 


committed a crime. If I had, 1 would 
not stand here to make a defense. 1 
would suffer the punishment and make 
no complaint.' 


"Still standing, half-facing the audi- 


ence, he looked past the judge out of a 
window as if gazing upon something 
far In the distance, and continued: 
" 'I seem to be standing on the high 


bank of a great river, with my wife 
and little girl by my side. I cannot 
cross the river, and Impassable 
cliffs 


arise behind me. I hear the noise of 
preat waters; I look and see a flood 
coming. The waters rise to our feet 
and then to our knees. My little girl 
stretches her hands toward me and 
bays, "Save me!" 
" 'I stand where no member of my 


race ever stood before. There Is no 
tradition to guide me.
